Forbes found his way back to the camp and set out with the party to find an Indian he 
knew of, who was able to supply them with provisions and agreed to guide them to the 
Kennebeck river. 

Unfortunately the Indian’s wife was taken ill and he had to give Forbes a plan of the 
route. Fresh difficulties were met with and the wife and four children were left at another 
camp. After ten days Forbes and his son were guided by some hunters to Norridgewock and 
a relief party set out. The first attempt failed and when his wife was found fifty days had 
elapsed, and three of the children were dead.

As is customary with the first edition of this work, it appears to be a large paper copy; 
all copies seem to have been issued with very wide margins. 

After serving in five campaigns against the French in Canada, and narrowly escaping 
massacre whilst commanding a company at Fort William Henry, Carver determined to explore 
out beyond the Mississippi, and to find an overland route to the Pacific Ocean. “Starting 
from Boston in June, 1766, he travelled thirteen hundred miles to the most remote British 
port, and surveyed the bays and rivers of Lake Super:or. Then with goods for Indian trading, 
he struck into the N.W. of the Mississippi further than any traveller had been except Hennepin, 
in 1680, and afterwards proceeded westward to the sources of the river St. Pierre, dwelling 
among the Indians and learning their language. He returned to Boston in October, 1768, 
having visited twelve Indian nations and travelled seven thousand miles.”

An extremely interesting document, being a Transfer on behalf of the Chiefs and Principal 
Leaders of the Pottewatamy Nation of Indians at Detroit, confirming a voluntary grant of 
5,000 acres of land fronting the River Detroit, to Arent Schuyler de Peyster, the British Com- 
mander of Detroit and its dependencies, signed with the pictorial signatures of eleven of the 
Indian chiefs and leaders. 

The document is drawn up and twice signed by T. Williams, Justice of the Peace and 
Public Notary of Detroit, and was registered in the Register of Detroit, No. 2, folios 32 and 33. 

On the back is a signed Transfer by Arent S. de Peyster, dated Dumfries, 12th February 
1798, transferring his rights for this land to his nephew, who bore the same name and was 
the son of Pierre Guilaem de Peyster of New York. 

Also on the back is the notice that this Transfer had been duly recorded in the Land 
Office at Detroit in Liber and Folio 34. 


De Peyster was instrumental in bringing the Indian Tribes over to the British side in the 
‘War of Independence.

This is the rare Second Edition of Eliot’s Bible. Carefully revised by the translator, with 
the assistance of John Cotton, minister of Plymouth. 

Only a few copies are known to be in existence of this Bible, practically all of them imper- 
fect. Our copy is an extraordinary copy, having been entirely unused and sent to Europe at 
the time. Eight leaves are slightly shorter than the rest. 

In September, 1672, the Commissioners ordered that all the remaining copies of the first 
edition of the Indian Bible should be bound. It is probable that the edition was soon 
exhausted. Many copies were lost or destroyed in the Indian war of 1675-6. As a new edition 
was much needed, Eliot began, about the year 1677, to revise the whole work, and he also 
petitioned the Commissioners to reprint it. His own account of the revision contains the words: 
““T obtained the favour to reprint the New Testamt & psalmes, but I met wt much obstruction 
for reprinting the old testamt, yet by prayre to God, Patience & intreatye, I at last obteined 
y* also, praised be the Lord.” 

The printing of the N.T. began, probably early in 1680, and this section was completed 
towards the end of 1681, being closely followed by the Metrical Psalms, which were finished in 
1682. The O.T., though begun in 1682, was not completed till the autumn of 1685.

This is a contemporary narrative of Hernando de Soto’s Conquest of Florida, and the second 
to be published. The work is based upon the relations of eye-witnesses, and was written forty 
years after the events which it narrates, and with the professed object of doing justice to the 
memory of De Soto. 

The author, who is always designated the “Inca” to distinguish him from the Spanish poet 
of the same name, who was his cousin, was the son of a third Garcilasoj de la Vega (a warrior 
and one of the Conquistadores of Peru) and a native Princess, Chimpa Ocllo, grand-daughter 
of the great Inca Tupac Yupanqui, and a kinswoman of Atahuallpa, the last of the Inca rulers 
of Peru. Garcilaso was born at Cuzco in 1540, and spent his early childhood in Peru, where 
he committed to memory the wonderful legends and traditions of his mother’s race, and which 
he introduced into his fascinating Commentarios Reales many years later. He left his native 
land as a youth, and, from the age of twenty, resided at Cordoba in Spain, where he died (1615) 
and is buried. Possessing some of the best racial characteristics of the Indians and the Spaniards, 
his education and culture were entirely Spanish. He was proud of both paternal and maternal 
origin, and spoke Spanish and Quichua from infancy. He was a gentleman of much learning, 
with an inherent love of the picturesque and exotic, and a most industrious and careful historian 
of his race and its conquerors; but he only began to write in the early days of the seventeenth 
century, when he was already sixty years of age. The present work is dedicated to the Duke of

Hennepin’s work forms one of the most important volumes in the early history of the 
United States. He lived for eleven years in N. America and penetrated further into the then 
unknown interior than anyone before him. He was the discoverer and explorer of the upper 
reaches of the Mississippi and first described Niagara, exaggerating its height, however, to above 
600 feet. He tells of the building of a new fort named by the Indians Checagou (Chicago), 
describes Fort Frontenac, the Great Lakes, recounts the travels and death of La Salle, the Capture 
of Quebec by the English in 1629, and gives many details regarding the manners and customs 
of the Indians.

The writer had a scheme for founding a Welsh colony 
in South Carolina, and all these letters are concerned with it. He was anxious to get the Royal 
help and patronage, and the letter to the Duchess of Ormonde was intended to accompany a 
map addressed to Queen Anne. Taking the letters togther, they give a notable account of the 
project and of the country. 


“The French King has given the utmost encouragement to his Colony at Movile. Tis he 
that sends over settlers thither and in a manner bestows the carriage of all the goods. Besides 
this (to his immortal memory be it spoken) he maintains Missionaryes. . . The French when 
sensible of our designs will probably send some settlers to our neighbourhood from Movile. 
But probably they’ll be little the better for it when we have a precedent title both by claim 
and possession. . . The Britains I believe will not be subject to their prescriptions in 
America, having as yet some little of our old courage as well as discretion left. To say the 
truth on’t the Welch (who are first design’d for ye Settlement) have distinguisht themselves by 
their courage and industry wherever they’ve gone. They have likewise thro’ all the Revolutions 
of State and amidst the unsteddy humours of the English continued firm subjects to the Crown: 
having allways espoused Principles that were consistent with their obedience. In short they 
are persons of a frugal, downwright honest, generous and loyal temper—inseparable incidents 
to a true Britain.” 


_ In other passages he suggests changing the name Carolina to Annaria, gives a most interest- 
ing description of the Cherokee Indians, who on hearing that England was ruled by a Queen. 
“desird me to send that good Woman (for so they styl’d Be a present from them viz a 
large carpet made of mulberry bark for herself to sit on and twelve small ones for her 
Counsellours.”’ 


Referring to the Mississippi, he remarks :— 


“There’s no land in America now left y’ts worth anything but what’s on the Mesisipi.” 

“This Summer I’ve been a considerable way to the Westwd. upon the branches of the 
Mesisipi, where I saw a countrey as different from Carolina as the best parts of our countrey are 
from the fens of Lincolnshire. There is not at present an Inhabitant upon the many Rivers 
there, only some nations of Indians whom I found of a very friendly and civil temper and very 
desirous of having white men amongst them. The countrey abounds with many fine navigable 
Rivers, pleasant Savannahs, plenty of coal, lead, iron, lime and freestone wth. several salt 
springs; a through intermixture of Hills and Vales and as fine timber as the largest I ever saw 
in England.” Etc.

“Whether Captain William Kidd ever really deserved such a grewsome renown is more or 
less questionable. He was certainly no ruffian, but an educated mariner who for the greater 
part of his life was esteemed a model of integrity. He was probably the son of a Presbyterian 
minister at Greenock, in Scotland. In his marriage certificate, in 1691, he is styled ‘ gentleman.’ 
At that time he had considerable wealth and lived in a pleasant home in Liberty Street (New 
York). In earlier days he seems to have been a navigator in various parts of the world. 

‘““No unimportant man has caused more fear, speculation, and gold-digging, than Captain 
William Kidd. Along the shores of New England and Long Island, from his day to this, men 
have dug in the dead of night, directed, as they thought, by the witch-hazel, or the divining- 
rod, to find his buried gold, and none have found it. ‘The Pirate Kidd’ was long a bugbear 
to frighten children, and a name to arouse the cupidity of men. Privateering has been a respect- 
able business, and the slave-trade was a respectable traffic; and both were engaged in by respect- 
able merchants of New York, Bristol, and Newport, and by merchants in England at the 
close of the seventeenth century. 

When Lord Bellomont came to America to succeed Fletcher as Governor of the colony of 
New York, the neighbourhood of New York City was a sort of rendezvous for pirates, and he 
early began to take measures to suppress their ravuges. Colonel Robert Livingston formulated 
a plan of employing Captain Kidd, who then had a good reputation and a knowledge of the 
sea. A ship was accordingly fitted out, Livingston and Kidd bearing one fifth of the expense, 
and Kidd was sent out in 1697 to capture pirates. Instead he turned pirate himself, and while 
he was never convicted of this charge, he was hanged at Execution Dock for the murder of 
one of his sailors. Some eminent noblemen, among whom was Lord Bellomont himself, had 
furnished funds for his fitting out, and they were accused of complicity in his piratical scheme. 

“The author of this tract was a ‘person of quality,’ and ‘was privy to all the Steps taken 
by the Earl of Bellomont from his first hearing the name of Kidd, till he left England: and in 
saying so I do in effect affirm, that I was acquainted with every thing that pass’d in that affair.’ 

‘Whatever may have been Kidd’s crime, it is clear that he did not have a fair trial, and 
was found guilty on insufficient evidence.” Documents have recently been discovered which 
should have been produced at the trial, and which would have acquitted him. They were kept 
back by other persons implicated in the matter.

After his return to France he withdrew more or 
less in disgrace, to live quietly on his estates, and was evidently granted a pension of two 
hundred livres tournois a year as a retired Naval Captain in the Western Fleet. It is curious 
to note that this instalment of pension for the first quarter of 1573 is not paid until November! 

Unfortunately one corner of the document has been damaged, so making it difficult to com- 
plete the exact text. On the reverse is the endorsement “Pour forme de quittance de la 
somme de cinquante livres tournois de mon estat, de Capp*™e de la Marine de ponant, du quart 
de Janvier, Fevrier et Mars, 1573.”

The 
first letter is addressed to Boufflers, the second to Bernardin de St.-Pierre, to whom he 
announces his intention of dedicating the city he proposes to build in his Scioto territory, and 
the third to his son Adrien. 

Claude Frangois Adrien Lezay-Marnesia was born at Metz in 1735. After a short period 
in the Army he married and retired to live in the country, where he devoted himself to 
Agricultural matters and study. Being greatly interested in reform matters he associated him- 
self with the Revolutionary party, but seeing the ills which were likely to come to his country 
he emigrated to America with a party of his own workmen and friends to settle in a large 
tract of land he had acquired from the Scioto Company. The Company however failed to 
fulfil the conditions of sale, and after living in Pennsylvania for a year he returned to France. 
He was seized by the Revolutionaries and thrown into prison for nearly a year, when the fall 
of Robespierre saved his life. He then retired to Switzerland and died there soon after the 
publication of this present work.

Earl Macartney (1737-1806), the famous diplomatist and Colonial Governor after his return 
from concluding a commercial treaty with Russia, was returned to the House of Commons as 
M.P. for Cockermouth, when he prepared these notes for speeches on American affairs. On 
being appointed member for Antrim he resigned from the English House of Commons and 
took his seat in the Irish House of Commons, and became chief secretary for Ireland. He later 
served as Governor of the Caribbees, Governor of Madras, Ambassador to China, and Governor 
of South Africa. 

The following are some extracts from one of these notes: 

“In the present disputes, as they are called, between this country and America . .. . 
in all the conversations which I have had, and I have consulted the wise and experienced, I 
could never obtain the same answer from two persons, I have never been able to obtain a 
precise answer from any one (as to what the Americans would have). Some gentlemen tell 
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Macartney (George, Earl Macartney)—continued. 


us that we have no right to lay internal taxes on them. Well we deliver them from internal 
and then we are told we must give up any idea of external ones. And others have gone so far 
as to call our Acts of Parliament relative to America, Acts of Robbery, that we are in the 
wrong, that we must submit to all the insults of America and settle our difference with them 
by a Treaty. Such dangerous language and such dangerous doctrine is daily held by them. 
If we ever are driven to such a disgraceful expedient, I will venture to say it will be as much 
owing to the holding of such language and propagating such doctrine at home, as to any 
argument or force from an Antagonist abroad. 

“What are their Rights? Have their Assemblies the plenitude of Parliamentary Power, 
can Grant, Charter, or Usage give them such a power—can any circumstances place them as 
that would do, under the Crown and not under the Constitution of Great Britain. | What 
Rights they have are merely derivative under this Legislature. What were the Rights they 
carried with them to America? As Emigrants they withdrew themselves from their Native 
Country, and all the Rights they claim to the Country they withdrew to is given them by the 
Country they withdrew from. Let them take their stand on what ground they may, the point 
is clearly against them. Are they Subjects. If they are, they must be under the control of 
the sovereignty of this legislature. . .. 

“But they talk of their Grants and their Charters and the Deputies of Massachussetts Bay 
are directed to stand upon their Charter. There was a time when they had no grants, no 
Charters. Then surely they were subject to English Laws, and how is the matter essentially 
altered by the Grants or Charters. Was it in the power of one part of the British Legislature 
to put any part of the British Dominions beyond the control of the whole British Legislature. 
Does the Charter of the Colony of the Massachusets Bay authorise their disobedience to British 
Acts of Parliament. Their Charter was given them by King William, the great source of our 
present liberties and happiness. What sir, did the glorious King William, whose memory I 
have cherished with adoration from my childhood, did he enter into a conspiracy with his 
subjects on the other side of the Atlantic to free them from the legislation on this? Did he 
betray the People of this Kingdom, who set their Crown upon: bis head: ....2., and did. he 
rob their crown of its brightest and most precious jewels. Did the new King grant dispen- 
sations in America the minute after we had dethroned the old one for granting them in Great 
Britain. No sir, we know that the King did not do it.” Etc., etc.

McCulloh and his associates were under contract to settle these lands with a period of ten 
years, in part with one person to every 440 acres and in part with one person to every 200 
acres. If these conditions were not met the unsettled lands were to revert to the Crown and 
a quit rent to be paid in regard to them. Various unforseen events had stopped his settling 
parts of these lands. The Cherokee War had intervened, the settlements had been invaded and 
the inhabitants scalped, and to crown this the Canadian War had broken out. The ten year 
period expired in 1754 and the time limit was extended. The final investigations were not 
completed until 1766, when it was found that only 129,335 acres were settled and that 339,325 
acres were forfeit to the crown. The Memorialists petition the King not to claim the quit 
rents on these forfeited lands, etc.

The importance of these manuscripts cannot be over-estimated. Malesherbes had unique 
opportunities of seeing such documents, and the originals have probably disappeared long since. 
A note at the commencement reads, in translation, “From the Malesherbes Library. Copies 
and extracts which he made or had written by his secretaries.” The Manuscripts comprise :— 

I. Regis (Monsieur de). Journal des Operations faites dans la Loutsianne Aoust, 1729-1733. 
This account occupies 151 pp. A note on the margin states: —‘’This Journal, which it was 
not allowed to have printed, and which I have copied, ends at 20th March, 1733, in the middle 
of a sentence. I have not been able to find out whether the continuation was interrupted in 
this manner, or whether they had not time to complete the copy.” The author was evidently 
stationed at Mobile. He describes his journeys through Louisiana (Alabama) etc., visits of 
various Indians, the famous expeditions against the Natchez and Chickasaw Indians, etc., and 
various other interesting events in connection with the colony from 1729 till 1733. The author, 
Régis de Roulet, was the official French sous-lieutenant to the Choctaw Indians.

These manuscripts are a record of the splendid service rendered in New Mexico by one of 
its Governors in the early days of the Conquest; whose life-work was associated with Juan de 
Onate the conqueror, but whose name does not often appear upon the pages of the history which 
he helped to make. ; 

The documents are mostly certified transcripts of the original decrees and other official papers 
issued from the year 1600, in which a formal acknowledgement is made of his services, and of 
the privileges granted to him by the King of Spain. 

From the first document, it appears that Juan Martinez de Montoya was born at 
Nabalagamella, a village near the Escorial in Spain circa 1556. 

He had served Philip HI in the conquest of New Mexico in 1600, under the command of 
the first Governor, Don Juan de Onate; and had spent more than five thousand pesos of his 
private money in the conquest, having equipped and maintained his troops at his own expense, 
while he had rendered his own services without pay. 

He had been one of the “ discoverers” of the American Pacific, and had brought “ secret 
information’ concerning mines and other treasures inland; and equipped small expeditions into 
the neighbouring unknown country. 

Onate described his personal appearance in 1606, as “‘a man of fine physique; somewhat dark 
complexion; with a scar above his right temple; apparently about fifty years of age.” 

He led the Spanish troops against the Apaches in 1608, and helped to establish the mining 
camp in Santa Fé and San Buenaventura where valuable mines had been discovered. He was 
one of the founders of San Gabriel; and had distinguished himself during the war with the 
Xumanas, when he had defended the Church and camp at Santa Fé. 

In connection with the earliest history of New Mexico, to which these records belong, it 
is interesting to note what the Encyclopaedia Britannica has to say on the subject, as it indirectly 
refers to Martinez de Montoya’s deeds: “The next expedition of note (after that of Nunez 
Cabeza de Vaca and Coronado in the early sixteenth century) was that of Onate, towards the 
close of the century, which carried a large number of additional colonists into the territory. 

“From this time, the Spanish eas increased rapidly, and mining was extensively 
engaged in, the natives being reduced to a virtual condition of slavery in the mines.” 

No mention is made of Martinez de Montoya’s treatment of the natives in these papers; but, 
in return for his services to his King, he was nominated to the Governorship of New Mexico, 
in succession to Onate; granted the rank of hijodalgo (nobleman) for himself and descendants, 
in accordance with the terms of special privilege given by the King, to those pioneers who had 
served in the pacification and conquest of the country and had done valuable work in the 
foundation of the new colony for fee years after the conquest. He was also granted a town 
called Santiago, for a period of three generations.

Spain, Don Luis de Velasco, in Mexico, 8th January 1608, referring to Onate’s resignation, and 
ordering that his successor should not be appointed until the King had been consulted; (d) 
document appointing Jean Martinez de Montoya to the Governorship of New Mexico in succession 
to Onate; given at Mexico, on behalf of the King, 27th February, 1608; (e) testimonial from 
Don Juan de Onate as Governor of New Mexico, recording in full the services of Martinez 
de Montoya, dated San Gabriel, New Mexico, 6th October, 1606 (f) verbatim report of a personal 
application made by Martinez de Montoya in Santo Domingo, New Mexico, roth August, 1608, 
for an acknowledgment of further services rendered after the foregoing documents had been 
issued; (g) testimonial given by the Real Audiencia of Mexico, 11th December, 1608, with 
reference to the further services.

A translation of the letter is included with it. Menendez de Aviles instructs Don Cristobal 
de Heraso (or Eraso) to sail for Spain on board the Buenaventura. in command of part of the 
West Indies Fleet. He is to make straight for the Azores until within forty or fifty leagues 
of the Island of Flores, when he is to turn South for the Island of San Miguel, where he is to 
call for despatches concerning the movements of the corsairs. At San Miguel a secret agent 
will give him special sailing instructions for proceeding to San Lucar. 

The endorsement by the Public Notary of Cuba is to the effect that Sancho Pando Osorio, 
Governor of Cuba, had duly passed on these instructions. 

Pedro Menendez de Aviles was a very distinguished Spanish military leader, and was at one 
time Governor of Florida and also of Cuba. He is chiefly remembered now in connection with 
one of the most disgraceful episodes in the history of European Colonisation in America. In 
1564 Landonnicre had landed at St. Augustine in Florida with a party of Huguenot colonists 
and had been reinforced by Jean Ribault. Spain claimed jurisdiction over this territory and a 
fleet under Menenedez de Aviles sailed to destroy the colony which was done very effectually 
by a general massacre of practically the whole party. This massacre was revenged by Dominique 
de Gourgues who took two of the Spanish forts and hanged all his prisoners. 

Menendez de Aviles was later entrusted with the campaign against the French corsairs, and it 
1s in connection with these operations that the present letter was written.

Napier came from a very famous family, three of his brothers were knighted, Sir Charles. 
James Napier, the conqueror of Scinde; Sir George Thomas Napier, Governor of the Cape of 
Good Hope; and Sir Wm. Francis Patrick Napier, General and historian of the Peninsula War. 
His cousin was Admiral Sir Charles Napier. He, himself, was born in 1789 and entered the 
Royal Naval Academy in 1803. After naval service in various parts of the world he was 
appointed as lieutenant on board the “ Nymphe,” stationed at Halifax, later he obtained the 
command of the “ Gorée” and “Rifleman,” being in charge of guarding the trade in the Bay 
of Fundy. At the close of the American War he went on half pay, and obtained the rank of 
captain in 1830. He was author of “Florentine History,” 6 vols., 1846-7, and died in 1853.

The work commences with a few remarks upon the outbreak of hostilities between the 
English and French in North America, and describes the great preparations made by the 
French. The English were collecting strong forces near the Ohio (the scene of General 
Braddock’s defeat in the previous year). The writer states that on the 12th of July (1756) a 
series of battles and engagements commenced (in which sometimes the French were successful 
and sometimes the English) which terminated in a great French victory, of which they thought 
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Noticia Certa—continued. 
more highly than of the capture of Port Mahon. Finally the author remarks that it was 
generally believed that the French intended to send an expedition against the famous and mag- 
nificent city of Boston, the Capital of British America. 
This report was probably based more on rumours received in Portugal than on actual definite 
information, as the author seems to avoid mentioning names of places. It was about july 12, 
1756, that Lt.-Col. Bradstreet was attacked by the French on his return from conveying pro- 
visions, etc., into Oswego. He was successful and ultimately drove back the French, who how- 
ever, themselves claimed a victory. Meanwhile they were preparing a great attack on Oswego, 
which fort, although of the greatest importance, was but ill fortified, and worse defended, 
owing to the havoc made by scurvy and dysentry, resulting in the death of over half the 
defending regiment. The attack came about the middle of August in consequence of which 
the garrison were obliged to surrender and the fort was entirely destroyed.

An extremely important series of Manuscripts. Richard Oswald was a very celebrated 
Merchant and Politician. He was engaged in extensive business in and with America, and 
had considerable estates in America and the West Indies. During the American War of Inde- 
pendence the English Ministry frequently consulted him on account of his intimate acquaintance 
with American commerce and the leading men there. 

In his letter to Lord Melville, Oswald states that he is enclosing one American report with 
the letter, and hopes to forward the remaining two by the next post. These three reports 
accompany the letter, and are exceedingly interesting and important. He states that his reports 
are especially deserving of notice with a view to suggesting the “‘ necessity of dispatch in prepar- 
ing what ought to be done at home for forming the first draft of this new Constitution (for the 
American Colonies). He says that he has been interviewing the American Statesman, Henry 
Laurens, then a prisoner in the Tower of London, and advises a Governor being appointed for 
South Carolina, and also a Chief Justice being sent out. He thinks that Lord Cornwallis 
should have orders to cease prosecuting his useless skirmishing war in Virginia, and should 
return to the Carolinas, and concludes by stating: ‘‘One thing, however, is past doubt, that if 
the Civil Direction is properly founded, it will require very little generalship to conduct the 
Military part in opposition to American Troops: Any Lieut.Col. of commonsense in the Army 
I suppose is equal to the task. While there is such odds in the troops, our Commanders have 
little else to concern themselves about than not to expose their men to unnecessary fatigue and 
distress by scouting out for the Militia in difficult countries, where everything is in favour of 
their enemies, and against them. Whereas if we were to oblige them to seek us, their fate 
would be soon decided in case of an encounter, or if to avoid it, they kept at a distance, they 
would be considered as a useless burden on their constituents. If Sir W. H. had served 
Washington so, he would have spent his time much better than he did.” 

The first report occupies 12 pp., and includes a rough sketch map of Chesapeake Bay, with 
explanatory notes on the back. In it Oswald states that North and South Carolina are just as 
rebellious after the taking of Savannah and Charlestown as they were before, and that “ Inferior 
people patrol the country in armed bands, looking out, as they pretend, for Tories, but com- 
mitting all kinds of outrages,” and that they seem to like it better than farm work! The two 
towns cost much to capture, and their capture was supposed to have opened the way to recover- 
ing the Colonies, but had led to nothing as yet. Isolated outposts were gradually giving 
in to the rebels, and what else could be expected, seeing that Lord Cornwallis had gone off to 
look for adventures in Virginia! Cornwallis should be immediately recalled ot Carolina, as he 
will only leave Virginia in a worse temper and more alienated from Gt. Britain than she was 
before. Cornwallis, from the latest news he had received, was in the upper parts of the James 
River, and he considered that he stood a good chance of being trapped there, if he was not 
careful. (Cornwallis was actually trapped at Yorktown a few months later.) All Cornwallis 
may do will fail, because there is no constitution for him to resign his conquests to. These 
small successful skirmishes he had had, made good newspaper reports, but were of absolutely 
no importance. The decision for making military movements should be with the civil power 
and government and not with the Army commander. The new Constitution for the Carolinas 
should be ready to act by Nov. 7, 1781, and in that case “there is a moral certainty that an 
end may be put to the Rebellion in both the Carolinas and Georgia by the month of March at 
farthest.” If we had Justices of the Peace in America any suspected persons could be properly 
examined, as for the Military, they neither had the power to touch their persons or property, 
or even to question them. The Government should pay particular attention to the station of 
Portsmouth in Virginia, “respecting which I send herewith a rough sketch.” Etc. 

The second report occupies 14 pp., and is entitled ‘‘ Heads of a Conversation with Mr. 
Laurens, 14th August.” Henry Laurens was the celebrated American Statesman who was sent

over to Holland in 1778 to carry on secret negotiations for a commercial treaty. On the way 
he was captured by a British frigate, and was closely imprisoned in the Tower of London. On 
the evidence of some of his papers, which he had been unable to destroy war was declared 
on Holland. He was a personal friend of Oswald, who in 1781 gave bail of £50,000 on his 
behalf. He signed the preliminaries of the Peace Treaty with Franklin and Jay, in 1782. The 
report contains various questions and answers. Laurens states that none of the Colonies will 
be recovered through military measures, but that they might be by civil administration, and that 
he did not think the people would resent a proper civil administration being appointed by the 
King. He advises that Parliament should pass an Act of Oblivion, upon condition of the 
Inhabitants coming in and taking the oaths within a certain time, and at certain places. An 
Act of Pardon would not do, as the people do not consider they have done anything to need a 
pardon. If he was set at liberty he would do his best for a just reconciliation as he had always 
been most sincerely attached to Gt. Britain, and would even wish to die there! He did not 
think that the Northern Colonies would give way under any circumstances. Etc. 

In the third report Oswald discusses the rumour that the courts of Vienna and St. Petersburg 
had been asked to mediate on the question of Peace with America, and that a force of Russian 
troops were to garrison New York so that the British troops could attack the Spaniards in the 
Gulf of Mexico. He states that “‘ it might be contrived to let out a full disclosure of the facility 
with which the Russians might make an entire conquest of the Spanish settlements on the 
Coast of the South Seas, by Troops and Militia transmitted from the Coast of Siberia.” Etc. 

The earlier Memorial to Lord Germain, which was copied and sent on to Lord Melville, is 
exceptionally interesting. Oswald writes, “‘Sir George Collier’s account of Elizabeth Creek or 
River is certainly very just. As a safe Retreat for Shipping, and a Repositary for every species 
of Stores and Provisions necessary for all the purposes of Navigation, there is none equal to it 
on all the Coast of North America. . 

“Whatever nation can venture to trust their ships in Hampton Road, commands not only 
Elizabeth River but also the whole Navigation of Chesapeak Bay; and consequently the Trade 
of both the great Colonies of Virginia and Maryland. | 
_ “There can be no doubt but that the present War will soon become insupportable, if we 
shall not be able to take off a great part of the American Continent from that Alliance; and 
that too in a short time. For, if by the assistance of France and Spain; the Americans are a 
little relieved of their wants and can get a little recruit of Naval Stores, etc., for Shipping, they 
will be able to do their own business; at least to hold out untill we are tired. No time ought 
therefor to be lost in prosecuting the present plan of dismembering a considerable part of that 
Continent from the Confederacy: and as fast as they are taken off, to tempt them successively — 
(by liberal offers of such terms as are intended for the whole) to agree to the settlement of 
Civil Government among them: without which, Conquest or Submission will be only tem- 
porary or of no significancy in the end.” Etc., etc.

Admiral Porter y Casanate had petitioned the King for the office of Judge of Sinaloa to give 
him greater authority in his work of exploring California. The King declines to grant this 
honour but urges him to continue his explorations, and if his efforts merited it he would possibly 
grant the honour he asked for. The King also states that he is writing to the Viceroy about 
the matter. 

In his letter to the Viceroy, the King refers to his previous decree of 8 Aug. 1640, granting 
Porter y Casanate permission to explore the Gulf of California when he had given the promise 
that if these efforts were a success he would be given the further permission to undertake the 
conquest and colonisation of the lands bordering the Gulf. He refers to the Admiral’s request 
for the office of Judge of Sinaloa, and ask the Viceroy for full details as to the importance of 
his Californian discoveries. If of great value the Viceroy should give him assistance, but should 
tie him down to a time limit for completing his discoveries.

This pamphlet contains an account, in Portuguese, of the capture of Fort Bull by the 
French, one of the events which led to their taking of Oswego. : 

Concerning this incident, Parkman, in his ‘“‘ Montcalm and Wolfe,” remarks that early in 
the Spring of 1756 the French struck a blow against the English, that materially aided their 
schemes for the capture of Oswego, and the complete command of Lake Ontario. “ The English 
had built two small forts to guard the Great Carrying Place on the route to Oswego. One 
of these, Fort Williams, was on the Mohawk; the other, Fort Bull, a mere collection of store- 
houses surrounded by a palisade, was four miles distant, on the bank of Wood Creek. Here 
a great quantity of stores and ammunition had amar been collected against the opening 
campaign. In February Vaudreuil sent Léry, a colony officer, with 362 picked men, soldiers, 
Canadians, and Indians, to seize these two posts. Towards the end of March, after extreme 
hardship, they reached the road that connected them, and at half past five in the morning 
captured 12 men going with wagons to Fort Bull. Léarning from them the weakness of that 
place, they dashed forward to surprise it. The 30 provincials of Shirley’s regiment who formed 
the garrison had barely time to shut the gate, while the assailants fired on them through the 
loopholes, of which they got possession in the tumult. Léry called on the defenders to yield; 
but they refused, and pelted the French for an hour with bullets and hand-grenades. The 
gate was at last beat down with axes, and they were summoned again; but again refused, 
and fired hotly through the opening. The French rushed in, shouting ‘Vive le roi,’ and a 
frightful struggle followed. All the garrison were killed, except two or three who hid them- 
selves till the slaughter was over; the fort was set on fire and blown to atoms by the explosion 
of the magazines; and Léry then withdrew, not venturing to attack Fort Williams. Johnson, 
warned by Indians of the approach of the French, had pushed up the Mohawk with 
reinforcements; but came too late. It is certain that damage enough was done to retard 
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Relacam do Combate—continued. 
English operations in the direction of Oswego sufficiently to give the Frcnch time for securing 
all their posts on Lake Ontario.” 

Mention is also made of the building of three new French Forts. These were probably 
the three forts on the Ohio, against which the unsuccessful expedition under George 
Washington was sent. The relation is contemporary, and is probably the first published 
account of this incident, some French vessel having probably put into Lisbon with the news.

This interesting manuscript description of Sonora contains much valuable information 
supplied to the writer by the Missionary Fathers and other authorities during the course of 
the author’s travels in that country. 

He supplements his geographical description of Sonora with particulars known in 1751 of 
the somewhat hazardous routes into California by way of the Gila and Colorado—twenty years 
before Anza undertook his memorable expedition across country to the western province. The 
writer declares that “even today the source of the Colorado is not definitely known, but it is the 
greatest river as yet discovered in North America,’ and confirms the earlier statements of 
Fray Juan de Torquemada as to its geography; adding: “I say with Father Kino and Father 
Jacob Sedelmayr that here, and within a distance of twelve leagues south, lives the Yuma nation,” 
but the twists and turns in the great river banks had induced earlier geographers to suppose 
that there was an island lying in those waters,” and even Father Kino refers to it, as part of 
the information derived from the Indians, although he does not say he saw such an island.” 

Several chapters are devoted to the natural history of Sonora: though not very fertile, the 
land yielded “a sufficient return for the sweated efforts of the labourer” in the matter of 
wheat and maize; and there was a plentiful supply of beans, lentils and other pulses. Sugar 
cane, which again yielded a species of honey, was to be found in the hotter districts; and

there was an extraordinary quantity of vegetable marrows and pumpkins which could be 
preserved for the primitive larder all the year round. 

Except for Pimeria Alta, ‘‘ where the smallpox is usually death-dealing,” Sonora had nothing 
to fear from regional epidemics, on account of its healthy climate; but far more fatal 
‘epidemics’? were those of the Seris’ arrows and the Apaches’ lances. A species of local sick- 
ness is described as saguatdodo, which had claimed many victims until Padre Och of Wurtzburg 
had prescribed for the patients, “and His Reverence assures me that none of the patients who 
have taken his medicine, has died!’”—a statement which at least places on record the good 
Padre’s blamelessness as a dispenser. 

There is an interesting chapter on the medicinal herbs and other vegetation in the district: 
pomegranates, aniseed, chicory and garlic amongst the many varieties of fruit, salad and 
medicinal plants. Big and small game ranged from lions and tigers, wildcat and wolf, to 
the fox and the hare which bred prolifically; while the dreaded ant, “whose sting is more 
painful than that of the scorpion” is placed at the head of the list of unpleasant neighbours 
of the wild, which includes snakes, lizards, centipedes and giant spiders, “whose sting is said 
to be mortal.” There were eagles, too, and night birds such as owls, and sparrow-hawks; 
but there were common “domestic fowl” to solace the hungry traveller, and leisurely tortoises 
to balance the speed of the beasts and birds of prey. A species of wild vine was to be found 
throughout the province, and other fruits that grew in considerable quantities were Bachat (a 
sweet small berry, whose roots were used by the natives as soap for washing their clothes), 
Garambullo, a kind of small apricot, and madrofios the fruit of the strawberry tree. 

_The greater part of the book deals with the native tribes and the work of the Spanish 
missionaries among them. The writer deals at some length with the Pimas, Guaimas, Seris 
and Yaquis, the Papagos and Apaches, of whom Father Kino and Father Sedelmayer gave 
some of the earliest authentic descriptions, and whose intimate “home life”—if such it can 
be called—has been the theme of countless researches on the part of fascinated explorer, 
historian, novelist and sociologist alike. ‘

Ward was famous for his wit, also for his judgment and gravity, but a becoming gentleness 
scarcely seems to have been one of his strong points. It was the period of the Irish Massacres, 
and in “A Word of Ireland” at the end of this present work, he remarks, “Cursed bee hee 
that maketh not his Sword starke drunk with Irish blood.” He was fond of introducing 
short rhymes into his works, such as the following, which he attributes to a lady living some- 
where with the Queen of Bohemia! 

“The World is full of care, most like unto a bubble, 
Women and care, and care and women, and women and care and trouble.” 

Ward had his living taken away by Laud on account of his puritanical views, and in 1634 
sailed for Massachusetts, settling at Agawam (renamed Ipswich) as Minister there. He and 
John Cotton framed up the first code of laws in New England, known as the Body of Liberties. 
This satire of his has given him a lasting place in early American literature. The first edition 
was issued the same year.
